Precinct tuetings will be held at the 
various voting places in the connty on 
April 21, at 3:30 p. m., for the pur 
pose of selceting delegates to the con- 
vention. 

Considerable inverast is being taken 
in tho race for connty cliairman. Mr. 
W. J. White and Mr. Lonis K- bout, 
both of this oity, are candidates for 
the position. They will run a close 
tace and a lively fight is promised. 

The fact- that delegates to tb>- State 
Republican convention in Loni-ville 
May 3, and to the district convention 
in this city, April 28, in which state 
and national) politics will be involved, 
will be chosen at the county conven- 
tion' makes it one of unusual signifi- 
cance, and t h 3 selection of the dele- 
gates, will be made with a view to 
tbeir favor of candidates, for several 
important oltices. 

f At the state convention, delegates 
to the national convention, for the 
election, or a candidate for president 
will be named. Three of those under- 
stood to be favored, in this part of the 
state ,for delegates from the stato at 
large are: Ex-Governor William O. 

Bradley, of Lonisville. Hon. Geo. W. 
Long, of Leitclifield and Hon. R. P. 
Ernst, of Covington. 

Another duty of the convention will 
be the selection of a chairman of the 
Republican State Central committee, 
and the choice will probably fall ujion 
Mr. Ernst. Hon. John W. Yerkes is 
said to be the choice of local politi- 
ciaus’as Republican National Com- 
mit! eeman, which office is also supplied 
at the state convention.

The Continental Tobacco Com- 
pany, better known os the American 
‘•trust,” ha* cornered the Burley to- 
bacco market, according to the lx>uis 
ville pa]>eri. They state that the com- 
pany ha* purchased in Louisville and 
Cincinnati lately about HO per cent, 
of all the Burley offeied, and that it 
has obtained practically all the Bur- 
ley in the farmer's hand*. and in addi- 
tion has bought up the new crops, 
coutraoting to take them at almost 
any price. 

It ta estimated the oompany has 
bought np between 8,000,000 and 10, 
000.000 pounds within s few weeks 
and bad it known sooner of the short 
age in the orop, would have bought 
mor-, and could have done it in a 
mere letsnrely manner, and at a low- r 
prioe. When the discovery came it 
was so late that they had to begin 
buying quickly, amt they did so 
Prices have advanced from $3 to $6 a 
hundred, and some of the tobacco thnt 
could not be sold at $5.6 0 a few 
moDtba ago has recently been cloeed 
out at $10 amt $1 1. 

Tobacco men predict that this cor- 
ner will frr e the inde]i«ndent manu- 
facturers to cither go out of busin> ss 
for awhile, or adopt some substitute 
for Burley, as there will not be enoogb 
of the latter to go around. 

It is said many of the indeis-ndenl 
manufacturers have a very light stock, 
nnt have been caught napping. 

This so oalled center does not afle< t 
the local market, acoordlog to tobacco 
men. No hurley, practically, is sold 
in his territory, most of It being sold 
in Louisville.

Another took all the bide 
off an animal's baok with boiling wa- 
ter, and occasionally a cow is found 
with mutilated remnants of a tin can 
oo her caudle appendage. 

Most people. however, do not blame 
the oows, as when they ars turned 
loose they look to instinct, and doubt- 
less think tbsy are privileged to go ( 
whither they will.

Litters, interview* and resolutions, 
by rhurcb and lav lioilie*. denouncing 
Canon llsosen followed the orslaught. 
Sir Oliver Lodge, the diet mguished 
scientist, added fuel to the Are by un 
artiole entitled "Soggeslons toward 
the Re-interpretation of the Christian 
Doctrine," Hanon Heusen declare* 
"that Inspiration is now not allowed 
to certify to the troth of any state- 
ment in tha Bible which cannot l>* 
substantiated at the bar of reaaon aud 
evidence " In the New Testament he 
find* little to offend reason or con- 
science, "bat whi ther much or little 
it will have to go the way of the Old 
Testament prodigle*. ” He recom- 
mends supplementing the reading of 
the lltble in ohnrcb with "Christian 
compositions which have aeoered the 
approval of general acceptance," de- 
claring that "indiscriminate reading 
of the Bible in poblto Is an extremely 
perilous proceeding," and adding that 
"the rigidity which rt strict# the 
modern English obnveh to canonical 
sorlptnrea is a* intrinsically indefensi- 
ble a* it is miscbiivtou*." Despite ita 
misuse, however, Canon Hensen hold* 
that the Bible will oontinne for all 
time fob.) "the tost manna! of morality 
and the best corrective of ecclesiasti- 
cal corrop'lon, tfcaidrs being the 
most effectual cheok on the material- 
istic tendencies of modern Ufa." 

"It would be idle to deny," lie con- 
cludes. "that the omllt of the scrip- 
ture* is seriously shaken in the public 
mini, nor oan it reasonably be 
doubted that the tendeneloa of popu- 
lar life at present are in the main 
hostile to Christian tradition.”
